minder of the fact that this old 'trou 
hie, hitherto unavoidable, is again pre- 
senting itself to the attention of the 
residents. 
Considerable 
discussion 


has been going on in the valley dur- 
ing the last two months, the question 
being that of finding some method of 
eliminating some of the objectionable 
features 
of the summer fertilizing. 


The Argus has taken an interest in 
this matter, and has found that many 
ranchers 
have been giving serious 


attention to the barnyard fertilizer 
question, as it relates to the general 
health of the families on the ranches, 
and the community in general. 


The barnyard fertilizer is shipped 


into the valley, as was intimated in 
the Times article, over the Southern 
Pacific roads, both the Pacific elec- 
tric line and the steam road. 
This 


fertilizer is unloaded along the tracks, 
and the stirring up of this manure, 
especially on the Pacific Electric line, 
which runs through the finest resi- 
dence district, has caused much com- 
ment. This manure is shipped here 
just as it comes from the Los An- 
geles corrals, and from the 
Sheep 


ranches from Nevada and Montana.

No person, even one who has noth- 


ing to do with the raising of oranges, 
will question the necessity for the use' 
of this manure. It is highly essential j 
that this manure be used each year on 
the ranches to replenish the humus, 
and to supply a mulch. 
Barnyard 


manure is one of the great essentials 
in all agriculture, 
because 
of 
the 


humus it contains, and because of the 
ammonia and volatile substance which 
the plant in a measure retains. But 
the great objection comes because of 
the undoubted danger to health, and 
if it is a fact that many diseases are 
traceable to the presence of this fer- 
tilizer, it is a matter of the most vital 
concern to every person living in the 
valley. 


The investigation has brought out 


the fact that many ranchers are mix- 
ing the barnyard manure with sul- 
phate of lime, or gypsum, and this 
largely by the activity of the gypsum 
agents in the valley. One firm has 
sold large quantities of this form of 
sulphate of lime for the express pur- 
pose of mixing with the stable ma- 
nure. While the Argus has no wish to 
boose any particular form of getting 
at this trouble, with the idea of com- 
mercializing the question for the bene- 
fits of the agents, it is no more than 
fair to say that two months of look- 
ing into this matter of mixing gypsum 
with barnyard manure has brought, 
about the. knowledge that it is a good 
scheme, and for many different rea- 
sons. The gypsum is in itself a man- 
ure, or rather, it suplies insredients 
to the soil which are much needed in 
tills valley. This question lias been 
thoroughly threshed out, 
and 
it 
is 


proven (liar the Covina valley land is 
deficient in lime, and that gypsum sup- 
lilies the deficiency. 
With' the appli- 


cation of q u a n t i t i e s of gypsum with 
the manure, it is adding to the avail- 
ability of this manure, and besides 
this, it, is an absorbent of the liquids. 
rc-tainiiiK the ammonia. 
The use of 


sulphate of lime in this manner will 
keep down the dangerous flies-. 


Every summer there are millions 


upon millions of flies of every descrip- 
tion, 
but. principally 
the 
common 


house fly, that are bivd in the fertil- 
i/.er, brought in liere in carloads and 
spread on the ranches. These flies 
come straight from the manure to the 
screen doors of the houses, in black 
cloudii. 
There can be no question 


about 
the 
necessity 
of considering 


the elimination of these flies. This 
saine fly lias recently been named by 
physicians, "the typdoid fly," and this 
has given him a had name which he 
most justly deserves. 


There can be no reason for dis- 


couraging the use of barnyard fer- 
tilizer. The ranchers must have this 
method of supplying 
humus 
to 
the 


soil. 
But if the dangerous features 


may be eliminated in any way, tlipre

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Tragedy Brings Crowds 


To El Monte Courtroom 


The leaves of the soft-shelled wal- 


nut, 
just forming, and showing that 


curious light brown which is the color 
of the new birth of the tasselled leaf, 
were to be seen in and about El Monte 
for miles in every direction, on the 
day that Ben McCoy was brought 
handcuffed into the old town hall, 
there to stand the charge of murder. 


Tt. was Monday of this week. 
The 


villagers of this little hamlet which 
linss the sides of the San Gabriel 
river, were out in holiday garb. 
Ben 


McCoy, who had killed Alt' 
Peters 


with a shot-gun, when the neighbor 
had ridden up on a bicycle to coax the 
crazed man to lay down his weapon— 
Ben McCoy was the 
attraction in 


town. He was going to be examined 
on the charge of killing a fellow-be- 
ing. 
It was a day of added pleasure 


to the monotonous round of farming 
in the San Gabriel valley. It was an 
unexpected and welcome holiday. 


The women, many of them dark 


and his child had gone. The tragedy 
came swiftly. 
At the outside of the 


house, as the little tot looked on in 
wonder, Alf Peters was met by Ben 
McCoy. Ben had a double-barrelled 
shot-gun in his hand. Alf Peters tried 
to reason with the man; he advanced 
toward' him. 
He

have 
been 


killed when within three feet of the 
man with the weapon. He lay in the 
walnut orchard, his hands clutching 
the loose earth, and when the physi- 
cians examined him later, they found 
a jagged 
hole in his right 
breast, 


which went across the front beneath 
the ribs, carrying pieces of shattered 
bone, riddling the heart with small 
shot. 
In the wound, the little felt 


discs of wadding were found, showing 
how near the man had been when he 
died. He may have been still riding 
his wheel as he approached, or lead- 
ing it at his side, for the machine was 
found three feet from the body, the 
handle-bars and front wheel covered 


with the strain of blood that came from with the owner's blood.

were decked with a bit of bright color 
here and there in their holiday habili- 
ments, and they chatted and laughed, 
and cast bright glances at swarthy 
youths, as they all climbed the stairs 
of the town building.

mottled leaf which has been noticeable 
in the groves, is gradually disappear- 
ing. This has been noticed in some of 
the groves suffering most.
